Although she expressed 
considerablereluctance 
regarding the .new plan which 
Franklin County ’school super- 
intendents have. devised to 
forestall future annexation 
fights, school board president, 
Loretta Heard defended the 
plan as “a look to the future.” 

Heard, interviewed by The 
CALL & POST after the nigh 
had been approved by a 6-1 
vote by the Columbus Board of 
Education, said she ‘‘under- 
stood the concerns” of repre- 
sentatives of the Columbus 
Urban League and the NAACP 
about the plan. The NAACP 
has publicly opposed the plan, 
and league representatives 
lobbied vigorously against it. 

“If you just look basically at 
the plan, and not what we're 
going to end up with, | can 
understand their concerns,” 
Heard conceded. However, 
she said in supporting the plan 
that she was “trying to look to 
the future, instead of the 
immediate needs of today. 
There's a lot of potential for the 
Columbus public schools to 
gain revenues” since develop- 
ment of Franklin County is 
expected to continue, Heard 
argued. 

The plan, which was designed 
to eliminate concerns about 
annexation that have existed 
for thirty years. A 1980 morato- 
rium on school annexations, 
enacted by the Ohio legisla- 
ture, was scheduled-to expire

The Rainbow re-emerges 


When the National Rainbow 
Coalition of Rev. Jesse Jackson 
met in Washington, D.C. for its 
first convention last month, the 
talk by Jackson was not rhetori- 
cal, but practical, and focused 
around acquiring the money, 
organizational capability and 
political savvy to create a strong, 
independent voice. for progres- 
sive-minded voters in this 
country. \ 

As that convention closed, the 
effort of those founding conven- 
tioneers is being directed toward 
organizing local chapters of the 
rainbow in Columbus Cincinnati, 
Cleveland and other Ohio cities. 

We applaud these efforts. For 
too long, the votes of Blacks have 
been predictable. Many have 
said that this predictability 
allows Republicans to ignore 
Blacks and Democrats to take 
Black votes for granted. The 
marking of the rainbow as an 
independent power center will 
give Black voters more leverage 
in their dealings with both major 
parties. : : 

However; the rainbow sign 
demonstrates more than just the 
potential independence of the

Black voter. The rainbow also 
shows this nation that Blacks can 
direct a political movement 
which incorporates more than 
the issues affecting Blacks 
alone. 


Indeed, Jesse Jackson has 
successfully enlightened whole 
hosts of Hispanics, women, 
farmers and poor whites that the 
issues onthe battlefield of Amer- 
ican life--equality of opportunity; 
equity for the small farmer; pro- 
tection-of-the environment; and 
the reduction of the’ threat of 
nuclear war--are interrelated, 
and encompass the concerns of 
each of us without diminishing 
any of us. 


In the larger scheme of things, 
something very important is 
happening in America; in this era 
of Reaganism and backlash, a 
large body of American voters 
(not just Blacks) are finding that 
the direction of their government 
is moving away from their con- 
cerns, and neither political party 
is. addressing their needs. The 
rainbow is attempting to bé that 
voice, and we applaud Jackson's 
efforts. 


Supreme Court strikes again 


Once again, the United States 
Supreme court has rendered a 
decision which will continue to 
etode at the very foundation of 
the gains we have made as a 
nation in the area of Civil Rights. 
Last week, the Court announced 
that a majority of the Court voted 
to hold unconstitutional a Michi-. 
gan School Board's plan for lay- 
ing off teachers, that gave pref- 
erence to members of minority 
groups. 

This decision, while appearing 
to preserve, at least momentarily, 
government's right to give 
Blacks preferences in hiring 


decisions, will in effect allow 
employers to freely exercise the 
“last hired, first fired” policies, 
which always victimize Blacks 
most severely. 

In July, the Supreme Court will 
decide a local case involving a. 
challenge by White firemen to 
court-ordered promotional quo- 
tas for minorities in the City of 
Cleveland. We can only hope and 
pray that.the members of the 
Court will exercise some con- 
straint and not continue to chip 
away at the gains we have made 
in affirmative action over the 
years. 


No-cost educational aid 


All parents want to see their 
children do the best they can in 


—__school._We-know—that—a—solid- 


grade record will boost our child- 
ren’s chances of getting into a 
good college or landing a chal- 
lenging job. 

While much of the task of 
teaching our children is up to the 
schools, we Parents have an 
important role to play in after- 
school hours: encouraging our 
children to do their homework. 

There is nothing new about 
homework. We can all remember 
lugging home our arithmetic 


books. But today's increased- 


‘pressure on our Children to com- 

pete in the classroom makes us 
look at this old tradition in a new 
way. 

Educational experts now tell 
us that parents of public school 
children, especially parents of 
Black or Hispanic children, want 
schools to give more homework 
assignments to their children. 
These parents see homework as 
a no-cost way to better their 
children's achievementin 
school. 


But Uui_Orinulonw varnioceuArs 
alone. As parents, we can and 
should help our Children get the 
most learning they can out of 
doing their homework. Recent 
research at the University of IIli- 
nois suggests that as much as 
half the improvement in student 
grades and test scores stems 
from parent participation in 
school related activities, includ- 
ing homework. 


Helping your child with 
homework should not mean 


playing policeman or tutor, 
according to ‘Network: the 


—Paper—for-Parents,”-a—monthly- 


educational report published by 
the National Committee for Citi- 
zens in Education. It does mean 
encouraging your child to tackle 
homework in a responsible, 
independent fashion, and watch- 
ing for any recurring problems. 
Here are some of this publica- 
fion’s tips for parents: 


Keep an eye on how much time 


your children spend on their 
homework. Elementary school 

‘children should spend a min- 
imum of one hour a day, and high 
school students two or more 
hours a day. 

lf your child is spending too 
many hours on particular 
assignments, get in touch with 
the teacher. It is important to 
prevent your child from develop- 
ing a negative attitude toward 
subjects that ee to 
tackle alone, tikem 
child feel in control of his or her 
studies by listéning, helping to 
go over instructions, and encou- 
raging short breaks. 

Structure homework into vour 
home life. If both parents are out 
when homework should begin, 
set an alarm to remind your child. 
Try to minimize distractions. 
Then, most important of all, 
reward your children after their 
day in school and after their 
homework, by making sure they 
get free time to watch television, 
read, listen to music or play.

“Of thousands) Of Blacks -- the 
young, the middle-aged, the 
elderly -- who daily submit them- 
selves to the rigors of acquiring an 
education. These students can be 
found in public schools, religious 
and parochial schools, colleges, 
universities, technical and voca- 
tional schools. : 

It is probably safe to say that 
these students are serious, very 
serious, about getting an educa- 
tion.

These facts ought not to be told

Several weeks ago, Black con- 
servative economist Walter Willi- 
ams visited the Cleveland State 
University campus to lecture on 
“Government Sanctioned Res- 
traints that Reduce Economic 
Opportunities far Minorities.” 
Several weeks ago, what! prefer to 
call “The New Minstrelsy” played 
to an attentive audience here in 
Cleveland. 


The New Ministrelsy: or, the 
spectacle of an African-American 
academic, in natural blackface, 
espousing, with clinical efficiency, 
the very rationale being used by 
so-called conservative forces to 
undermine more than three 
hundred years of African struggle 
and progress here in the United 
States. 


My chief objection to the Walter 
Williamses, Thomas Sowells, 
Clarence Pendletons of this world 
is the extent to which they seem to 
accept the basic historical pre- 
mises and myths of this society -- a 
society founded upon the princi- 
ples of racism and racially inspired 
labor exploitation. 


When Walter Williams writes, for 
example, that Racial problems 
have always been an important 
part of the U.S. sociological land- 
scape. At different times different 
racial groups posed different prob- 
lems. But somehow in the past the 
group problem vanished or at 
caused little attention,” he conve- 
niently fails to take into account 
the -commonality-of-whiteness 
that has allowed essentially Euro- 


- pean immigrant groups to Ariglic- 


ize themselves just enough to 
enter into the ‘‘American 
mainstream”. 


This so-called Black conserva- 
tive position further distorts the 
real issues by lumping the African- 
American experience with that of 
Europeans who came to this coun- 
try by choice. Among other facts, 
the argument fails to deal with this 
reality: the African experience in 
the Americans predates turopean 
westward expansion. In America, 
it predates the coming of the 
Mayflower. 


As such, when late nineteenth 
and early twentieth century Euro- 


pean immigrants came ‘to Amer-. 
ica, the native born African- 
American population was already 
deep in the throes of the syste- 
matic and legal denial of the very 
citizenship rights the descendants 
of those same immigrants take for 
granted; rights still routinely 
denied to large numbers of 
African-Americanand other 
brown-hued “minority” peoples. 


Put another way, Williams’ posi- 
tion ignores this fundamental! real- 
ization, as pointed by Harold 
Cruse, in “The Crisis of the Negro 
Inteliéctual: 


The American Constitution was 
conceived and written by white 
Anglo-Saxon Protestants for a 
white Anglo-Sexon society. The 
fact that what is called American « 
society, or American culture, did 
not subsequently develop into a 
nation made up totally of 
WASPs--because of Negro slavery 
and immigration--did not prevent 
the white Protestants from perpe- 
tuating the group attitudes that 
would maintain the image of the 
whole American nation in terms 
of WASP cultural tradition. 
(Cruse, P. 8) 


Cruise goes on to point out that 
“Naturally, the historical priorities 
and prerogatives established by 
the English settlers early in the 
seventeenth century have been 
expanded through all the succeed- 
ing generations of white Protest- 
ants into a well-entrenched social 
position, characterized by a pre- 
dominance in economic and polit- 
ical power, buttressed with a 
strong, cohesive, group soli- 
darity.” 


Cruise makes clear, and | think 


quite correctly, that the three main — 


. power-groups in America are 
white Protestants, white Catholics 
and white Jews. He writes of these 


__groups that they “neither want_nor— 


need to become integrated with 
each other.” Rather, the reality of 
American power sharing entails 
distinct cultural pluralism. 


Hence, we can return to the truth 
of this article's opening quote, 
taken from Bennett's essay, “The 
White Problem in America” (The 
Challenge of Blackness). The reat 
problem in America is at least two- 
fold. The culprit is not the impact 
of “government sanctioned res- 
traints,” so much as it is white 
America's continuing refusal to 
come to terms with the origins of 
its own skin-color racism, as well 
as the privileged position it now 
collectively enjoys as a result of 
the inherent advantages derived 
from the legalization and codifica- 
tion of the American ideology of 
racism; a position white America 
is now desparately trying to main- 


Blacks can remember well: “last 
hired, first fired.” 

Brown believes that this deci- 
sion -- indeed, the whole drift of 
the Supreme Court -- will spark 
an increase in efforts to undo 
years of affirmative action gains. 

“This has opened the door for 
ail types of litigation, where 
affirmative action, even in nego- 
tiated settlements, may no longer 
have the effect it once had,” 
Brown argued. 

Proponents of affirmative 
action have one hope: the court 
has two other cases - one of 
which involves the Cleveland 
safety forces -- on which to make 
a more definitive statement on 
affirmative action:

Like finely crafted, blackfaced 
puppets, the Black conservatives 
whine about the “billions...spent 
over nearly two decades” as if we 
are to seriously believe a four 
hundred year legacy of slavery 
and Jim Crow-apartheid can be 
erased in twenty years, and, with- 
out any fundamental change in 
racist, white American attitudes. 


Finally, to attribute contempor- 
ary white American prejudice to 
1960s civil rights legislation is to 
once again ignore actual Ameri- 
can history. It can be documented 
that the'formation of a racist, 
Eurocentric American worldview 
predates the writing of the Ameri- 
canconstitition. In fact, by relegat- 
ing the enslaved African popula- 
tion to a three fifths of a human 
being-property status, the found- 
ing fathers were merely providing 
legal sanction for a system of 
labor/resource exploitation that 
would form the economic founda- 
tion for American capitalism. As a 
result, the African-American cul- 
ture group is the only American 
ethnic group that had to be for- 
mally legislated into its ‘“per- 
ceived” (on the part of white Amer- 
ica) humanity. 


In addition to the 13th, 14th and 
15th amendments, civil rights leg- 
islation was also enacted during 
the 1860s as well. All of this is to 


say,on the one hand, that the very —_ 


nature of the African experiencein 
America has consistently required. 
an active federal role due to the 
original constitutionality of slav- 
ery as an economic institution. Itis 
also to “make it plain” that this dis- 
cussion of affirmative action, etc., 
is really an old debate. 


As a people, we must now rec- 
ognize the fact that to the degree 
the discourse is taking place at all, 
it is a direct result o the African- 
American legacy of struggle 
against American injustice. Walter 
Williams.

While some companies are just 
realizing a technological gap be-

Norton blasts rights neglect at banquet

While in Columbus for two 
different events, former U.S. 
Equal Employment Opportun- 
ity Commission Chair Eleanor 
Holmes Norton left the same 
message: a gulf is widening 
between the Black poo: and 
those Blacks who have benefit- 
ted from affirmative action 
programs, and “Black leaders 
must rally together to ensure 
that-gains made in the 1960s 
and 1970s are not lost.” 

Norton was in Columbus to 
speak at the 11th annual Black 
Leadership Awards Program 
and the 1986 OSU Distin- 
guished Affirmative Action 
Awards banquet. 

At the banquet, five OSU 
faculty and staff members were 
given awards honoring their 
activities in behalf of affirma- 
tive action at Ohio State. 

Norton argued that two 
Black Americans emerged 
from the civil rights movement 
of the 1960s. The one, which 
has benefitted from affirmative 
action programs, is srousert 
ing, while the other is engulfed 
in poverty. 

Today, North believes, the 
conservative mood of the Rea- 
gan administration threatens 
many civil rights gains, affect- 
ing Blacks on both ends of the 
economic spectrum. 

“There is no civil rights 
enforcement to speak of,” Nor; 
ton alleged. “Cuts in programs 
to the poor have been brutal.” 

Holmes added that “not only 
is the Black leadership fighting 


to maintain gains this adminis- 
tration is trying to retract, but 
at the same time they have to 
confront new problems--from 
Black family disruptions to 
permanent unemployment of 
Black males.”

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‘It’s a sell-out’--Moss 
on annexation agreement

‘It's a fantastic, unmitigated 
self-out.” 

So said Columbus school 
bogrd member Bill Moss after 
the. board voted 6-1 to approve 
a flan, developed by the 
school superintendents of 
Franklin County, to solve a 30- 
year dispute.aver annexation 
in Franklin County. — 

“Ihe school board sold the 
district out,” Martha Crossen, 
head of the Apple Alliance, a 
group promoting integration in 
the; public schools, said after 
the;vote. 

In what could be called the 
most important multilateral 
negotiation in Franklin County 
since Franklinton merged with 
Columbus in the early 1800s, 
the school board, operating 
under the gun of a legislative 
mandate, approved a plan 
whjch will permit students to 
patticipate in countywide edu- 
cafional programs, allow the 
Columbus schools to receive 
some money from the subur- 
ban school districts -- and 
retain the current boundaries 
of the Columbus public 
schools, thus freezing 72 
square miles out of the city 
school district. 

The plan calls for: 

-- no retroactive annexa- 
tion of land in suburban school 
districts; 

-- automatic annexation 
into the Columbus public 
schools of lands annexed into 
the City of Coluinbus. 

-- a sharing of tax revenues 
from four districts (Hamilton 
Local, Groveport Madison, 
Plain Local and Canal Win- 
chester) if the city decides to 
annex portions of their lands; 

-- creation of a special 
committee to devise county- 
wide educational programs 
which students could attend 
on a voluntary basis; and 

-- the sharing of tax 
revenues from future (but not 
current) industrial and com- 
mercial developments 50-50 
between the city schools and 
the suburban schools. 

In voting for the plan,, 
Columbus school board presi- 


dent called it “an agreement we 
can work with and live with,” 
and board member Gary Hol- 
land.labeled his decision as “in 
the best interest of the 
students.” 

But-Moss pronounced him- 
self “absolutely indignant” at 
the vote in the.bill, noting “we 
got nothing out of this, and we 
had all the guns. (The Colum- 
bus school negotiators) gave 
everything away.” 

The 72 square miles of 
Golumbus lands which are 
within 11 Franklin County 
school districts have a tax 
valuation of more than $2 bil- 
lion, and currently generate tax 


_ revenues of more than $40 mil- 


lion. Under the plan agreed to 
by the superintendents, none 
of those dollars will go ‘to the 
city; dollars will flow to the’city 
only on new commercial and 


industrial developmenttn- 


those areas. 

In addition, Moss said, the 
Franklin County Educational 
Program and School Services 
Council, which will administer 
the countywide programs 
created by the plan, will be 
funded predominantly, housed 
and staffed by the Columbus 
Public’ Schools, although the 
‘city schools will represent a 
minority on the council. The 
council will be comprised of six 
county superintendents, the 
Columbus school superin- 
tendent and three people 
appointed by him. 

“Quite frankly, what the 
negotiating team went out to 
develop was a plan to bring 
suburban kids into our class- 
rooms,” Moss asserted, “and 
they gave away practically 
everything to get it.” 

Moss arguéd that “the whole 
issue of annexation is dese- 
gregation all over again. The 
whole issue would not have 
come up if the Columbus pub- 
lic schools had not been 
desegregated..” 

“It's terrible. It’s sickening. 
It's foul,” Moss said. “The peo- 
ple got sold tfght dowf' the 
river in a boat once again: What 
we've done, in effect, is to 
extend the moratorium.”

Erby was charged with first 
degree manslaughter after the 
stray bullet killing. Erby served 
14 months in jail for a reduced 
charge, according to records. 

On Tuesday, May 20, in a 
crowded Franklin County 
Municipal Court, friends and 
relatives of McElroy relived the 
tragic loss of Mr. Rogers, who 
was gunned down with a stray 
bullet in 1965. 

Erby waived a preliminary 
hearing and was bound over to 
the grand jury in connection 

‘ with McElroy’s slaying. 

Mrs. Rogers and her six 
children who were from 3% 
months old to six years, when 
Mr. Rogers was killed, are still 
baffled by the quick release of 
Erby after the shooting death 
of McElroy.

Here's an opportunity for you to buy a used home at a price you 
may be able to afford. These homes are owned by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development (HUD). HUD acquired the 
houses through foreClosure (failure to make payment) and is adver- 
tising them for sale each week in The CALL & POST. 

These houses are not new but lived in at one time and various 
repairs may_be necessary to make them liveable again.to meet the 
required mining codes in the community where the houses are 
located. 

As these houses are advertised for sale, an interested buyer must 
submit a bid on the property within the requirements and time : 
limitations noted in the advertisement. When bidding 6n a property, 
you must have the necessary money to complete the sale. 


If you are suecessful-in- bidding on a non-insured property as an 
Owner-occupant or as an investor, at that time you may wish to 
apply for an insured mortgage loan to finance the purchase of the 
property and also make the necessary repairs. This type of mort- 
gage financing is known as the FHA Section 203 (K) Program and is 
available to provide mortgage insurance from one to four-family 
housing units. It insures lenders against loss on the loan. 

To be eligible for an FHA 203 (K) Home Mortgage, you must be 
able to make the required cash investment, monthly mortgage pay- 
ments,.and have satisfactory credit. If approved, funds from the 
martgage may be advanced during the construction. period for 
improving the house. You will have 45 days to arrange financing 
under this program if you decide to apply for the mortgage loan. An 
extra 15 days is permitted if you need additional time, at acost of $10

HAIR CARE 

There is no feature that can glamorize, and 
balance facial shortcomings as can beautiful 
hair. Many of my readers worry about their 
hair. | believe you can have beautiful hair! The 
texture, color and luster of your hair are mix- 
ed in your own body cells, and the biologists 
today do not have all the answers. 

Your hair is a living part of your body, it 
grows from living roots in the. soil of your 
scalp, which is a specialized part of your skin. 
Your hair draws nourishment from your blood 
stream, which nourishes the rest of you. 

Every hair sirand has its own tiny muscle at 
the root which can make it stand up, when you 
are cold, or make your hair misbehave when 
you are nervous. 

The sensory nerve ends of your hair can 
telegraph to your brain every whiff of wind 
that stirs and every change of temperature. 
And, each hair has its own minute oil gland 
that lubricates it and keeps it soft. 

Your hair is nourished from the foods you 
put into your body. Your hair color is inherited, 
like the tint and colorings of your complexion. 
The texture, luster and sheen can be maintain- 
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ed only by the food you eat and by the 
vitamins and minerals you provide for the hair 
follicles. 

Minority women, from my observation, 
world wide on the whole, have the best- 
groomed hair. It is tended carefully on the out- 
side, but neglected from the inside. 

If the diet is unbalanced, particularly if there 
is an excessive intake of carbohydrates and 
animal fats, the hair glands are adversely af- 
fected. It is well known that we food-rich 
Americans consume more sugar and sugary 
drinks, more starches, and more saturated 
animal fats than any other people in the world. 

Replace empty starches and sugars, cakes, 
candies, soda pops, and nutritionless cereals; 
with first class proteins like fish, eggs, cottage 
cheese and lean meats. 

Use only whole grains, fruit juices and 
honey. Be generous with the golden vegetable 


_ oils. There's a wide choice to suit your taste- 


sunflower oil, sesame oil, soya oil, wheat 
germ oil, corn oil, olive oil, etc. 

Use in salad dressings, Cook and bake with 
these oils, perhaps take them by a teaspoon- 
ful, if your hair is especially dry.

We are absolutely livid over the deceit prac- 
ticed by one of our contributors.

WASHINGTON — John Jacob, president of 
the National Urban League; is-now-leading-ef- 
forts for revived full employment legislation 
by calling for the support of the NUL‘s plan for 
a Universal Employment and Training System. 
Although the nation’s goal of five to seven per- 
cent or less unemployment is still being pur- 
sued, Jacob points out that over a fifth of the 
100 Americans employed are part-timers and 
two million work full time for less than poverty 
wages. “You can't define full employment by 

‘white males alone. Full employment is what 
it says it is — a decent job for all Americans 
who want to work,” the NUL executive 
declared in urging support for a mass train- 
ing system which guarantees work for all. 

We do not understand why all public and 
private sectors will not support the Urban 
League proposals with black male unemploy- 
ment at 15 percent (compared to seven per- 
cent for white males) and youth joblessness 
is at.a dangerous 40 percent level before any 
threatened recession. Obviously, some sort of 
National Service (dangerous words) program 
eventually may be required, but many black 


leaders are afraid to tackle the risk of urging 


continued government training in an anti- 
administration climate. We think the NUL is 
on the right path in seeking more federal and 
corporate support in the “privatization of na- 
tional training and employment before the 
youth crisis of “mass uprising” predicted by 
Washington Urban League bureau chief 
Douglass Glasgow. 

The Urban League's 113 chapters will debate 
the seething issue when the national organiza- 
tion returns to San Francisco, July 20-23, for 
its 76th annual convention at the Moscone 
Center. Over 12,00 conferees are expected at 
the sessions which feature computerized job 
listings for employment seekers. 

The Department of Labor demonstrated 
some awareness of the potential danger of ex- 
ploding unemployment by allocating an addi- 
tional $108.7 million for summer jobs with the 
$661 million disbursed in 86 for “pacification” 
funds provided for “economically disadvantag- 
ed youth” annually since the 1960s civil distur- 
bances (riots). The funds are distributed under 
the Job Training Partnership Act which Presi- 
dent Reagan still wishes to eliminate. 

Testifying before Congress recently, Janet 
Norwood, Commissioner of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, stated the national concerns 
succinctly: “A large part of an entire genera- 
tion of young Blacks in this country is grow- 
ing up without the job experiences upon which

Savvy Americans are eating lighter. They 
know they can still enjoy their traditional 
favorites and cut down on calories and fat. As 
a case in point, here’s a new style July 4th 
picnic. 

A cup of regular cole slaw with mayonnaise 
has about 175 calories, our version with a 
dressing of grapefruit juice, vegetable oil, 
mustard and caraway seeds is only 100 
calories. 

A quarter of a three-pound fried chicken 
carries a 968 calorie tag. Remove the skin, 
marinate in grapefruit juice and bake to cut 
the calorie count to 265 calories. 


The strategy with hot buttered corn is to use 
less butter flavor boosted with generous 
amounts of herbs. Corn slathered in. butter 
would be 195 calories; our less butter version 
is a slimmed down 121. 

Instead of mayonnaise based potato salad 
(1 cup equals 275 calories), prepare a dress- 
ing based on grapefruit juice and low fat 
yogurt with its flavor heightened with 
mustard, pepper and leaf basil (1 cup equals 
105 calories).

Golf Courses: Garden Variety

To the leisure golfer the public course can 
be blessing or bane, 

It is a known fact that everyone who 
becomes infatuated with the ancient Scottish 
game, has neither the means nor the desire 
to impose his weekend, garden variety efforts 
on the plush setting of a country club. So the 
municipal course serves as a haven. 

A haven for the ambitious player who 
dreams of some-day greatness. But, even 
more so for the young and old, male and 
female, black, white and yellow, who revel 
in the chance to sneak away from office of 
home responsibilities for a few hours in the 
outdoors. 

It should be made clear at this point that 
anyone would be ill-advised to underestimate 
the value of the municipal course. This applies 
especially to young black players with 
reasonable potential. 

There are very few colleges (none of them 
white) which offer golf scholarships to black 
hopefuls. Consequently, the likes of Calvin 
Peete, Jim Thorpe, Lee Elder, Jim Dent, 
Charles Owens and the others who have been 
successful as pros, were required to hone their” 
games under the rugged conditions of pay to 
play rather than play for pay. 

The likes of Jack Nicklaus, Tom Weiskopf, 
Craig Stadler, Hal Sutton, Tom Watson, et al

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are products of major colleges. For them the 
avenue to country clubs and the PGA was 
pre-ordained. 

While Ohio State, USC; Texas, Houston, 
Tulsa, Georgia, Kansas, et al are sending 
yount white players to the pro tour, any 
spawning ground for blacks must be located 
in municipal operations.

There are many of these, however. The best 
known, perhaps, are to be found in the 
widespread Los Angeles area where several 
public courses are closed off each year for 
PGA tournaments. 

Also Atlanta, Chicago, Greensboro and 
Winston-Salem, N.C.; Memphis, Miami, 
Newport News and Philadelphia offer attrac- 
tive sites for use by the hordes of “hackers” 
whose numbers increase by the year. 

A recent survey disclosed that over 16 
million players walk (or ride) the fairways of 
public courses in the calendar year. Natural- 
ly, their abilities vary from new-pro to begin- 
ner, from hustler to duffer. 

Baltimore and Washington (DC) have their 
share of such public havens. 

Among the more heavily trafficked in

Baltimore are Carroll Park, Clifton Park, Forest 
Park, Diamond Ridge and Mt. Pleasant golf 
courses. All are well-run facilities. 

Washington is a somewhat different story. 
For decades the habitues of DC's public 
courses were treated with utter disdain by a 
family oriented management. That situation 
has undergone a dramatic change under the 
supervision of a partnership known as Gold 
Course Specialists. 

The partners are Frank Coates and Bob 
Brock, who took over the D.C. courses after 
a highly productive effort at Reston (VA) Coun- 
try Club. 

Since their arrival countless improvements 
have been made in playing conditions, public 
relations and clubhouse facilities. 

Under GCS direction, three D.C. layouts 
known as East Potomac, near the Tidal Basin; 
Rock Creek course in the northwet party of the 
city, and Langston in northeast have thrived. 
And the partners’ constant work offers pro- 
mise of a bright future for local lovers of the 
game. 

At the Rock Creek course for example, the 
clubhouse has been renovated to accom- 
modate a new, fully equipped pro shop. 

And in the course of the two years since the 
new management took over, the fairways and 
greens hae been maintained as nearperféc- : 
tion as one might expect on a course patroniz- 
ed by thousands of unskilled players each 
summer. 

The two most radical changes, however, are 
those at East Potomac and Langston. 

The more challenging of the two is at East 
Potomac where the old alphabetical identifica- 
tion of “B" (for the more accomplished players) 
“F" (an intermediate layout) and “G" (for 
beginners) has been abandoned for a “Red,” 
“White” and “Blue” format. 

The “Red” course of nine holes is reserved 
for beginners and women, the “White” course, 
also nine holes, is designed for senior types 
and high-handicap players, while the “Blue” 
is an 18-hole stretch for use by players who

NEW POTATO SALAD 
(Makes 8 servings) 

14 medium-size new potatoes (about 

2 inches in diameter) 
1 teaspoon leaf basil, crumbled 
Ya. teaspoon black pepper 
Ye Cup Dijon-style mustard 
Y, cup Ocean Spray Grapefruit Juice 
1 cup low-fat yogurt 
6 scallions, coarsely chopped 
In a large pot, boil unpeeled potatoes for bout 
20 minutes, or until tender. Drain well. Cool. 

In a large bowl, combine caraway seeds, 
pepper, mustard and grapefruit juice. Cut 
unpeeled potatoes into '4-inch cubes; add to 
juice mixture. Gently toss to coat. Cover and 
marinate in refrigerator for 1 hour. 
Remove from refrigerator; add yogurt and 
green onions; stir gently to mix well. Serve or 
cover and chill several hours.

lifted some heavy eyebrows among the legal 
giants last month when he spoke on “Early 
American Race Relations Law and South 
African Apartheid: Some Similarities and Dif-

A graduate of Antioch College and Yale Law 
School, Higginbotham has been a federal 
judge since 1964 and a member of the U.S. 
Court of Appeals for the Third Circuit in 
Philadelphia since 1977. He followed iri the 
tradition of late Supreme Court Justices Earl 
Warren and William O. Douglas and current 
Justices Thurgood Marshall and Harry 
Blackman in delivering the lecture on critical 
questions of constitutional law and civil
